The late Dr. Garnett read a paper on John Durie and his important biblio- 
graphical work before the Library Association in 1884, afterwards printed in his 
Essays in Librarianship. It gives an interesting précis of the Reformed Library 
Keeper and occupies pp. 175-190. 

Dr. Garnett observes that Durie had ideas which were far in advance of his 
time, and quotes by way of illustration several passages, among which is the 
following : ‘‘ ‘ In the printed catalogue a reference is to be made to the place 
where the books are to be found in their shelves or repositories.’ That is, the 
catalogue must have press-marks; in which suggestion Dury was two centuries 
ahead of many of the most important foreign libraries. It will be observed that 
he takes it for granted that the catalogue shall be printed, and in this he was 
ahead of almost all the libraries of his time, and until lately of the British 
Museum. In fact he could not be otherwise, for a printed catalogue is an 
essential condition of his dominant idea that the librarian should be a ‘ factor ’ 
to ‘ trade’ with learned men and corporations for mutua! profit. Hence he 
prescribes ‘ a catalogue of additionals, which every year within the universities 
is to be published in writing within the library itself, and every three years to be 
put in print and made common to those that are abroad.’ ”’

This ordinance was due primarily to the wide diffusion of Royalist pamph- 
lets, and to the representations of the Stationers’ Company regarding the amount 
of literary piracy then rife. It happened that Milton’s Doctrine and discipline of 
divorce was published just after these regulations came into force, and being 
doubtful as to whether it would pass the board of theological censors, he decided 
to publish it without permission. The book did not find favour in certain 
quarters and a prosecution was mooted for disregard of the above ordinance. 
However the government, knowing Milton to be a staunch Parliament man, 
found means to stifle his enemies. Having. therefore, for the time disposed of 
the bishops and the question of divorce, he looked round for another subject, 
and the question of the liberty of the press naturally suggested itself. 

In the Areopagitica, itself an unlicensed book, he quotes in a slightly abbre- 
viated form a passage from the above document. (Cf. this tract p. 5, ll. 1-7 
with Areopagitica, Grolier Club edition, p 18, Il.

much information of great bibliographical value, as wel! as some most 
interesting data about the authors and the contents of their books.

volume, which deals entirely with Incunabula, a great number of rare 


books, mostly from his own collection, which nobody would have 
expected to find in such an anthology, books such as Gutenberg’s Bible, 
the works of Homer and Horace, Chaucer and Gower, Lucan and 
Juvenal, Ovid and Pliny, Seneca and Cicero, Livy, Virgil and others. 
And from all such books, the author has distilled the wine they contained.
